No, 1901, dated lit Oitober, 1059.— An examination for 
admission to the Aii Force Flying College for the Blst G.D, 
Pilot’s Course commencing In January, 19fi1 will be held 
by the Union Puhlir Set vice Commission at Allahabad, 
Bangalore, Bombay, Calcutta, Delhi, Hyderabad, Jammu, 
Ludhiana, Madras, Nagpur, Patna and Shillong on the 14th 
and 16th April, I960. 

THESE CENTRES ARE LIABLE TO BE CHANGED AT 
THE DISCRETION OF THE COMMISSION. 

2 Admission to the Air Force Flying college will be made 
on the results of a written examination to be conducted by 
the Union Public Service Commission, an Interview by the 
Air Force Selection Board and a Physical Endttrante Test by 
the Air Force Central Medical Establishment. 

3. The approximate number of vacancies to be offered for 
intry to the College on the result of this examination will 
be 14. This Is only a provisional number and is liable to 
alteration. 

Note.— Candidates who have applied for the examination 
for admission to the Military College or for the Indian Navy 
Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets Into the 
Endian Navy, or for the National Defence Academy Exami- 
nation for admission to the National Defence Academy, must 
exercise their final option before admission to the Air Force 
Flying College, If finally selected. After admission, they will 
be considered neither for admission to the Military College 
nor for the Indian Navy nor for the National Defence 
Academy, 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must either 
be: — 

(a) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Nepal or of a Portuguese or a former 
French Possession in India, or 

fd) a person of Indian origin who has migrated from 
Pakistan with the intention of permanently settling in 
India. 

Note L— A widower or a person who has divorced his wife 
cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the purpose of 
tfje above Rule. 

Note II.— The appointment of candidates In categories (c) 
and (d) above will be subject to Issue of certificates of eligi- 
bility In their favour by Government of India, The certifi- 
cate of eligibility In respect of candidates belonging to 
category (d) will be valid only for a period of one year from 
the date of his appointment bevond which he would be 
retained in service only it he has become a citizen of India. 
Certificates of eligibility will not, however, be necessary in the 
ca^e of candidates belonging to one of the following catego- 
ries:— 

(1) Persons who migrated to Tndia from Pakistan before 
the 19th July 1948 and have ordinarily been residing 
in India since then. 

(ii) Persons who migrated to India from Pakistan after 
the 18th July 1948, and have got themselves register- 
ed as citizens. 

(ill) Gorkha subjects of Nepal. 

(iv) Non-citizens of categories (c) and (d) above who 
entered service under the Government of India be- 
fore the commencement of Jhe Constitution, vit., 26th 


januaiv, 1950, and who have continued In such service 
since then Anv smh person who re enteted or may 
re-enter snrii service with a break after the 26th 
January, 1950 will, however, require certificate of 
eligibility iu the usual way 

5. Candidates should be medically fit In all respects for ser- 
vice in any part of the world. The standards of medical 
fitness are shown in Appendix I. 

A number of qualified candidates are rejected subsequently 
on medical grounds. Candidates aTC, therefore, advised in 
their own interest to get themselves medically examined 
before submitting their applications, to avoid disappointment 
it the final stage. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recommended by 
the Air Force Selection Board will be medically examined bv 
a Board of Service Doctors. A candidate who is not declared 
unfit by the Medical Board will not hr admitted to the Air 
Force Flying College. The very fact that the medical exami- 
nation has been carried out by a Board of Service Doctors 
will not mean or imply that the candidate has been finally 
selected. The proceedings and details of findings of the 
Medical Board are confidential and cannot be divulged to any 
one, The results of candidates declared unfit/temporarily 
unfit arc Intimated to them along with the procedure for 
submission of fitness certificate and appeal. No requests for 
the details of results of Medical Board will be entertained by 
the President of the Medical Board. 

6 Candidates must undertake not to marry until they com- 
plete their full training, A candidate who marries subsequent 
to the date of his application, though successful at this or any 
subsequent examination, will not be selected for training, A 
candidate who marries while In training shall be discharged 
and will be liable to refund all expenditure Incurred on him 
by the Government. 

7. Candidates for admission to the examination must have 
been born not earlier than 2nd January, 1940 and not later 
than 1st July, 1943, 

THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO CASE 
BE RELAXED

19 On successful completion of training, candidates will he 
at allied Commission in the Indian Air Force and will be 
rliglble for permanent Commissions on probation, subject to 
Ihe availability of vacancies and the rules then in force.

21. While the cost of training including accommodation., 
books, uniforms, boarding and medical treatment will be borne 
by Government, candidates will be expected to meet then 
pocket expenses themselves. The expenses at the College are 
NOT likely to exceed Rs. 40 per month. If a cadet's parent 
or guardian is unable to meet, wholly or partly, even this 
expenditure, financial assistance may be granted by the 
Government upto a maximum of Rs. 40 per momh. No cadet 
whose parent or guardian has an income of Rs. 300 per- 
mensem or above would be eligible for the grant of trie 
financial assistance. 

A candidate desirous of having any financial assistance 
should immediately after being finally selected tor training at 
the College, submit an application through the District Magis 
trate of his District who will forward the application with his 
recommendation to Air Headquarters (P. P. & R.l Defence 
Headquarters P.O. New Delhi-11. An advance copy of the 
application is to be sent DIRECT to Air Headquarteis 
(P. P. 8: R.) New Delhi-11. 

22. Pay and allowances, pension, leave and other conditions 
of service after the grant of commission will be identical with 
those applicable from time to time to regular officers of 
the I.A.F. 

23. No candidate will normally be permitted to resign 
whilst under training. A civilian candidate who is not 
considered suitable to complete the full course of training 
may with the permission of Air Headquarters, be discharged. 

24. Before joining the college the candidate and his parent 
ui guardian, will be required to sign a bond to the effect 
mat, if for any reason not beyond the control of the candidate, 
he wishes to withdraw during training, or fails to accept a 
commission, if offered, he will be liable to retund the whole or 
such portion of cost of tuition, food, clothing, pay anti 
allowances as may be decided upon by the Government. 

25. An outfit allowance at the rates and under the genera: 
conditions applicable at the time for each cadet will be placet! 
at the disposal of the Commandant of the Training Institu- 
tion. The unexpended portion of this allowance will he: - 

• (i) handed over to the cadet on his being granted a com 
mission: or 

(ti) if he is not granted a commission, refunded to the 
mission; or 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing and 
necessaries purchased from this allowance shall become the 
personal property of the cadet. Such articles will, however, 
be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns whilst under training 
or who is removed or withdrawn prior to commissioning. 
The articles withdrawn will be disposed of to the best advan- 
iage of the State.

PHYSICAL STANDARD FOR ADMISSION TO INDIAN 
AIR FORCE 

General Duties { Pilots ) Branch 

1. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily health, 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty in the General Duties (Pilotsi 
Branch of the I.A.F. 

2. Height-. Not less than 64 inches; Leg Length; Hip to 
Heel not less than 39 inches; Visual acuity 6/6 in one eye 
and at least 6/9 in the other correctable to 6/6. (Note — 
Candidates who wear glasses habitually are to be rejected): 
Cases of Squint of any degree or Trachoma of advanced stage 


will not be accepted. Ocular muscle Balance: Candidates 
must possess a degree of ocular muscle balance compatible with 
efficient permormance of pilots duties. Field of vision of each 
eye and the binocular vision must be normal. Colour vision. 
Normal or defective safe; Hearing: Should be able to heat 
lotced whisper from a distance of 20 feet with each ear sepa 
rately (other ear being closed); (Note— The candidate should 
not suffei from Chronic Suppurative Ottitis Media). 

Eustachian Tube: Both sides must be patent; Urine: Sugar 
and albumen— NIL. Nervous 'system and other system of the 
body: Normal; General Health: Normal, Physically fit: Note— 
Weight and Chest measurements should be according to height 
and age-group — see table below: —

Geometry— A thorough understanding of plane Geometry 
with special emphasis on:— 

(i) Properties of angles at a point. 

(ii) Parallel Lines. 

(iii) Angles of triangle. 

(iv) Congruency of triangles. 

(v) Properties of angles, sides and diagonals of a parallelo- 
gram, rhombus, rectangle, square and trapezium. 

(vl) Circle and its properties including tangents and nor- 
mals. 

(vil) Cyclic quadrilaterals. 

(viii) Idea of piojcction. 

(ix) Similar triangles. 

(X) Practical problems and construe tions involving use of 
geometrical instruments, viz., bisection of an angle 
and straight line, construction of perpendiculars, paral- 
lel lines, triangles, tangents to circles, Inscribed and 
circumscribed circles of triangles. 

INTELLIGENCE AND PERSONALITY TESTS 

In addition to ihe interview, tlie candidates will be put to 
Intelligence Tesrs designed to assess their basic intelligence both 
through rhe medium oi language and without Lhe use of lan- 
guage. They will also be put to Group Tests, such as Group 
Discussions, Croup Planning, Outdoor Tasks performed in a 
group and Lecturettcs, Ail these tests are intended to judge 
the qualities of a candidate which may be broadly summed up 
as an assessment of his mental calibre which would include 
not only his intellectual qualities but also social traits and his 
interest in current affairs,

APPENDIX IV 

PROCEDURE FOR CONDUCTING THE PHYSICAL 
ENDURANCE TEST 

The test will be in respect of the following:— 

(i) Vital capacity, 

(ii) Exercise tolerance score, and 

(iii) Chest expansion. 

Vital capacity will be measured by a wet spirometer, 1 tie 
candidate will stand with the tnouth piece of the instrument 
in his right hand, His nose will be clipped and test will 
be made for any leak Lhrough the nose. He will then take 
a maximum possible breath and empty his chest through 
the mouth piece into the spirometer. Three trials will be 
made in each case and the maximum reading will be taken 
as total vital capacity in c.c. The vital capacity will be later 
on reduced to per square meter of the body surface and 
adequate corrections for temperature will be made, As 
regards Lhe exercise tolerance test the candidate will be 
dressed in vest and shorts and will be barefooted, ll c will 
be made to do "balthaks" at 40 cycles per minute. The 
rhythm will be maintained by a simple pendulum 22 Ins. long, 
frequency of its oscillalons being 40 per minute. The exercise 
will be carried on till the candidate Is exhausted or upto a 
maximum limit of 3J minutes. He will then be made to sit 
and pulse will be counted for half a minute between 60 to 
90 seconds after cessation of the exercise. Chest expansion 
will be taken by a special spring type measuiing tape. The 
candidate will take full inspiration and expiration and 
measurements will be taken till two constant readings are 
available.
